Baby girl mauled 
to death by dog

The family of a six-month-old baby girl 
who died after being attacked by a dog 
have been left ‘absolutely devastated’. 

Police and paramedics were called to 
Morning Star Road in Daventry, at 
around 10.30pm on Friday night after 
receiving reports that the infant was 


being mauled by a dog. 

Despite their efforts the girl could not 
be saved and the dog, reportedly a Pit 
Bull Terrier, was destroyed at the scene. 

Her grandmother, who was caring for 
her at the time, also suffered deep cuts 
to her hands and arms as she tried to 
save her. 

Detective Inspector Stuart Hitchon, 
who is leading the investigation said 


police are supporting the family 
through “an incredibly harrowing 
time.” 

Daventry MP Chris Heaton- 
Harris praised police who he said 
had been “badly affected” during 
their attempts to save the baby. 

Tests are now being carried out to 
determine the breed of the dog.

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Calais a ‘war zone’ because of migrants 


Reporter NICHOLAS BIEBER speaks 
to Northampton lorry driver Matt 
Cherry about his experience of the 
illegal immigrant crisis in Calais... 



Calais has become a war zone, and 
unless something is done soon, 
someone is going to die. 

These are the fears of lorry driver 
Matt Cherry, who has described the 
mass numbers of illegal immigrants 
trying to enter the UK as the worst 
he’s ever seen. 

Matt, a 29-year-old trucker for 
Northampton-based haulers EM 
Rogers, has been on the roads for 10 
years driving to and from the 
French port, but he’s never known 
the situation in Calais to be this 
bad. 

Over the last two years, Matt has 
witnessed at first hand the increas¬ 
ing numbers of migrants at the port 
of Calais desperately trying to jump 
onto lorries in order to enter the UK 
illegally. 

And on top of the growing num¬ 
bers, he says the immigrants are 
becoming more violent than ever. 

“Calais is a war zone now - it is 
getting completely out of hand,” 
Matt said. 

“There are hundreds of migrants 


running around the dock just 
waiting for a truck to stop so they 
can jump on. 

“When there are no queues to stop 
the truck, they will just throw rocks 
and glass bottles at the driver so 
they can force them to stop. 

“It really is becoming a scary place 
to go to and soon it will end up 
forcing us to avoid it all together - 
which we really don’t want to do.” 

Matt, who lives in Towcester, 
travels from Northampton to the 
Port of Dover and then onto Calais 
around three times a month to 
deliver load across Europe. 

When he started travelling to the 
French port 10 years ago, he said 
there were just a few immigrants 
around. But today, that has all 
changed. 

“They are everywhere now, and in 
huge numbers,” said Matt. 

“You’ll drive towards the port and 
they will be running all over the 
place in groups. 

“One group will run towards the 
front end of your truck to slow you 
down and eventually bring to you a 
stop, whilst another group will run 
round the back and climb into your 
trailer. 

“They just don’t care anymore. 
They are more ruthless than ever 
and are not scared of the police. 

And even when the police catch 
them, they end up releasing them 
an hour later and the cycle just 
repeats itself over and over again.” 

Over the last 10 years, Matt says he 
has been lucky not to have had any 
migrants successfully get onto his 


lorry. However, this hasn’t been the 
same story for some other truckers 
at EM Rogers. 

Matt says he has seen at least 10 
migrants over the last decade jump¬ 
ing off trucks when they arrive at 
the firm’s Northampton base at the 
Lodge Farm Industrial Estate. 

“It’s really frustrating when I see 
this happen because at the end of 
the day we’re just trying to do our 
jobs - why should we have to go 
through that?,” he said. 

“The authorities in France and 
Britain need to do something about 
security there, because it really 
won’t be long until it gets properly 
out of hand and someone gets 


seriously hurt or killed. In fact, it is 
probably going to take someone 
getting killed until something is 
done. 

“If it has got this bad in two years, 
how bad will it be in another two 
years’ time?” 

Asked what needs to happen in 
order to fight the problem, Matt 
said: “I think the French and British 
military need to get together and 
patrol the port - it needs a military 
presence. 

“Otherwise, if this carries on, one 
day a driver is going to be on the 
way home looking forward to seeing 
his family, but he is not going to 
make it.”

Cops catch boy of 
15 drink-driving

Children as young as 15 
have being caught drinking 
and driving in 

Northamptonshire, official 
records show. 

More than 65 under-18s 
have been caught by officers 
driving while over the limit in 
the last six years. 

Police have arrested 12 
under-16s over the same 
period — the youngest being 
15. 

Elsewhere, the UK’s young¬ 
est drink-driver during the 
last six years was an 11-year- 


old boy, who was apprehend¬ 
ed in the Thames Valley area 
in 2011. 

Meanwhile, numerous 12 
year olds were also stopped in 
Manchester in 2009 and in 
Scotland in 2012. 

The figures were released 
following a Freedom of 
Information Act request by 
in-car camera provider 
Nextbase. 

It covered the number of 
under-18 drink-drivers 
caught in the six years from 
2008 to last year. 

A spokesman for the 
Department of Transport 
said: “Tackling drink-driving 


is a priority for the 
government and we are 
taking steps to strengthen 
enforcement, including 
allowing roadside breath 
tests to be used as evidence in 
prosecutions and removing 
the statutory right of drivers 
to demand a blood or urine 
test at the police station 
which can give them time to 
sober up. 

“We have also made it a 
requirement for convicted 
drink-drivers to take medical 
tests to prove they are no 
longer alcohol-dependent 
before being allowed to 
drive.”

The family of a 92-year- 
old Northamptonshire 
man who died at home 
have thanked an MP for 
trying to save his life. 

MP Michael Ellis had 
been drumming up 
Conservative party sup¬ 
port in the Moulton area 
when Joyce Osborne, 86, 
rushed out into the street 
in distress. 

She had just found her 
husband, Albert 

Osborne, slumped in the 
chair and told the MP 
that her husband was 
unresponsive and not 
breathing. 

Mr Ellis then rushed 
into their house, phoned 


for an ambulance, got 
Albert onto the floor and 
started delivering CPR 
under the guidance of 
the ambulance control 
operator. 

Sadly, despite Mr Ellis’ 
best efforts, Mr Osbourne 
passed away. 

Since Mr Osbourne’s 
death, the family have 
sad they will be ‘eternally 
grateful’ to Mr Ellis for 
what he did to help. 

Granddaughter Leah 
Meftah, 41, said: “Mr 
Ellis acted straight away. 
He made sure everything 
possible was done to help 
my grandad and he didn’t 
hesitate to deliver CPR. 
Sadly it wasn’t possible to 
save my grandfather but 
our family will be eter¬ 


nally grateful to him for 
what he did, he was 
amazing. And for looking 
after my grandmother in 
her time of need too. 

“Some people are 
frightened to help in this 
kind of situation because 
they don’t know what to 
do. I have done my first 
aid training and I would 
encourage as many peo¬ 
ple as possible to learn 
first aid so that they too 
could help in an emer¬ 
gency situation. If more 
people learnt basic first 
aid it could help save 
more lives.” 

Mr Osborne had been 
living in Moulton with 
his wife Joyce. They had 
both been married for 66 
years.

Thugs set ‘pit bull’ 
on disabled girl, 12

The father of a disabled girl who was the vic¬ 
tim of a vicious dog attack in Northampton 
has been left disgusted. 

Richard, 51, was taking his daughter home in 
her wheelchair from school on Friday 
afternoon, when they came across two 
men and a pit bull-type dog in Lings 
Wood. 

As the dog walked past, Richard’s 
12-year-old daughter became upset 
as the dog was too close and flapped 
her arms. 

This then prompted one of the 
men to command the dog to ‘go get 
her’. The dog then ran at the girl 
before latching on to her arm, refusing 
to let go. 

Richard made several desperate pleas to the 
men to get the dog off her, but this was 
ignored. He decided to take action himself by 
kicking both men in between their legs before 
using a stick to get the dog off. The two men 
and the dog then ran away. 

Fortunately during the attack the young girl 


was wearing arm guards, which she needs 
due to her disability of severe epilepsy, and 
this prevented her from being injured. 

Richard said: “I feel disgusted when I look 
back at what happened. 

“When the dog was attacking my daughter, 
the men just stood there and laughed. 

“I felt so angry and upset. I saw red and had 
to do something to get the dog off her. 
“If I knew this was going to happen, 
I would’ve stood in front of her and 
let the dog attack me. I’d give my 
life for her.” 

The dog is described as a black 
and white pit bull-type breed. It 
had black and white front legs, 
black rear legs, a black and white 
body and a black head with a white 
stripe going from the top of its head to 
its nose. 

Sector Inspector Kev Byrne said: “This is an 
absolutely disgraceful incident. It is not a case 
of a dog being out of control, but being used as 
a weapon in an assault on a very vulnerable 
girl. 

“Had it not been for the victim’s arm guards, 
she could have been seriously injured.”

Immigration is the cause 
of beds crisis at NGH 

Daphne Flavell ( H&P 18.9.14) is abso¬ 
lutely correct about the lack of bed 
space in our local hospital, because 
of the massive influx of people to the 
Northamptonshire area; she worries 
too about the consequences of a 
potential major incident. 

This alarming situation is exactly 
the same throughout the country! 

The cause; massive uncontrolled 
immigration! 243,000 net people 


came into the UK in 2013 alone, 
about the same number as in the two 
previous years, to add to the five mil¬ 
lion, legal or otherwise, encouraged 
in by new Labour (1997-2010) to 
promote multiculturalism, changing 
our heritage, traditions, way of life, 
forever. 

Not only is our ‘International 
Health Service’ in crisis over this, it 
also effects almost every other 
aspect of our everyday life.

Rubber-necking 
drivers punished

Five drivers who took photo¬ 
graphs as they drove past an 
accident have been punished 
by the courts. 

The men, including two 
from Northampton, all took 
pictures of a van that had 
crashed on the eastbound 
carriageway of the A45 near 
Great Doddington as they 
passed the scene on the 
opposite side of the road on 
May 12 this year. 


The five were all prosecuted 
by Northamptonshire Police 
and pleaded guilty to not 
being in control of their vehi¬ 
cles at Northampton 
Magistrates’ Court. 

Inspector Jen Helm said: “I 
don’t want drivers just to 
think about the consequenc¬ 
es of being fined for their 
actions. 

“I also want them to under¬ 
stand the majority of people 
see their behaviour as 
dangerous, illegal and 
disrespectful to victims and 


their families. We have pros¬ 
ecuted people for this kind of 
behaviour before and we are 
more than willing to do it 
again until this risky, voyeur¬ 
istic fad passes.” 

The five drivers were aged 
between 30 and 57 years old 
and also included one from 
Wellingborough, one from 
Rugby and one from West 
Yorkshire. 

The men were ordered to 
pay between £205 and £285 
by magistrates and had three 
points added to their licences.

Wellingborough snooker star Rory McLeod knows 
his season hasn't got off to the 
best of starts but he's targeting 
big improvements as the year 
wears on. 

Despite the disappointments 
McLeod, pictured, is content in 
the knowledge that he secured 
qualification for both the Wuxi 
Classic and Australian Open.

SILVERSTONE based outfit Force 
India scored five points at Sunday's 
Japanese Grand Prix as Nico 
Hulkenberg finished in eighth place 
ahead of Sergio Perez in tenth. 

“Up until the final laps my race was 
going pretty well,'' said Hulkenberg. 

“I had good pace and a good feeling 
with the car. We made some progress 
early on, pitted late and we were able 
to jump a few cars in the first stop. 

“I can't say it was a very eventful 
afternoon for me; I was on my own for 
most of the time. 

“The conditions were pretty difficult 
right from the start, visibility was 
pretty poor, even if you were in the 
first half of the pack. 

“It was probably the same for every¬ 
one because it's always a challenge in 
the wet. 

“When the final safety car came out 
we decided to pit again as I had already 
been out on those tyres for a long time 
and I needed new rubber to finish. 

“I am happy to get points after a dif¬ 
ficult Saturday qualifying; we made 
up for it. Suzuka is a difficult track to 


race on in the wet because there are 
lots of places where you can aqua¬ 
plane and have a moment.'' 

The race, won by Mercedes' British 
title leader Lewis Hamilton, was over¬ 
shadowed by serious head injuries 
suffered by Marussia driver Jules 
Bianchi after a crash. 

“I didn't see what happened in the 
accident that ended the race, but I 
hope Jules is OK,'' Hulkenberg added. 

Perez revealed that he found the con¬ 
ditions to be ‘difficult'. 

“When we started the race I could 
not even see the car ahead of me,'' he 
said. 

“To begin with, it was just a race to 
avoid aquaplaning and trying to keep 
the car on the track because the visi¬ 
bility was very poor. 

“Our strategy was working quite 
well, but I think we were unlucky to 
make our final stop, which dropped 
me down a couple of positions. 

“Like everybody my thoughts are 
with Jules and I hope we hear some 
good news soon.” 

Force are fifth in the Constructors'

Grand Prix.

Columnist Tom Reed has his say on Northampton 
Town’s incident-packed 1-1 draw at Wycombe in 
League Two on Saturday. After unsavoury 
scenes, both sides have received an FA charge. 

Cobblers had victory ripped from their grasps 
after a 98th minute Wycombe Wanderers 
equaliser at Adams Park on Saturday. Aaron 
Holloway's late goal was served up by inept 
referee Pat Miller in a silver tankard before 
both teams were embroiled in scenes resem¬ 
bling chucking-out time at a rough pub. 

So sad for Wycombe Wanderers, a club with 
Corinthian roots, now prepared to do anything 
to win, it seems, when under Martin O’Neill, 
the Chairboys would have done anything to 
win well. 

Their current side under Gareth Ainsworth 
isn’t a patch on the O’Neill version which visit¬ 
ed the Cobblers’ County Ground as League 
newbies in 1993, with an away following simi¬ 
lar in size to their entire home support on 
Saturday. 

Whether the people of Wycombe are growing 
tired of Ainsworth’s side’s gamesmanship is 
open to question yet it’s undeniable that refer¬ 
ee Miller lost control of the bad tempered tie 
and allowed unsporting behaviour from both 
sides. 


Cobblers went into the game 
shorn of the injured Ryan Watson 
with Ricky Ravenhill replacing the 
returned Leicester loanee in mid- 
field, and the game came too soon 
for Marc Richards, with Lawson 
D’Ath slotting in behind Ivan 
Toney up front. 

Meanwhile, forward journey¬ 
man Paul Hayes lined up for the 
Chairboys with ex-Accrington 
midfielder Peter Murphy pulling 
strings in midfield. 

The Wycombe goal survived 
early headers from Kaid Mohamed 
and D’Ath but was to be breached 
on 31 minutes as the bald Ryan 
Cresswell rose like a maniacal 
Duncan Goodhew to head a 
whirling Joel Byrom free-kick past 
Matt Ingram. 

Wycombe is home to the Swan 
Vesta match HQ but the home side 
had to wait until the second half to 
find their spark. 

Indeed, it took a brilliant Lee Collins chal¬ 
lenge to prevent Wycombe’s Paris Cowen-Hall 
from forcing an equaliser after a piercing Sam 
Wood cross. 

Chris Wilder responded by bringing on stead¬ 
ying influence Darren Carter to replace D’Ath 
on 54 minutes and leading scorer Richards fol¬ 
lowed 13 minutes later for the ineffective 
Mohamed. 

Wycombe boss Ainsworth bombarded the 


officials throughout and his side did the same 
to the Northampton box, almost restoring par¬ 
ity on 80 minutes as Hayes beat Jordan Archer 
when the loaned Spurs stopper pushed 
Murphy’s header on to the bar. 

Fortunately for the Cobblers, Hayes had been 
flagged offside but the Chairboys surrounding 
of the referee’s assistant was a sign of further 
unsporting conduct to come. 

Like a bad atmosphere building at last orders, 
Cobblers’ hackles were raised with referee 
Miller’s decision to show Gregor Robertson a 


second yellow for timewasting while appar¬ 
ently waiting for an authentic substitution. 

Worse was to come for Northampton when 
Ricky Ravenhill’s head was opened up by a 
stray Chairboys elbow. 

Then, with the Cobblers midfielder leaving 
the field with Wycombe players screaming 
their displeasure at Ravenhill’s bloody audaci¬ 
ty, whistler Miller found time for a further eight 
minutes play. 

To add insult to injury, Holloway rose highest 
to plant Wycombe’s last-gasp equaliser beyond 
a floundering Archer. 

Cobblers fans are used to conceding late but 
not to the response of Wycombe’s players with 
Sido Jombati straight in prostrate Lee Collins’ 
face, sparking the mass brawl. 

Extended periods of injury time seem par for 
the course with Wycombe Wanderers under 
Gareth Ainsworth who commented that the ill- 
tempered match was a “great advert for League 
Two”. 

Back in 1974, Wycombe, known as the great 
amateur side, won the Isthmian League play¬ 
ing “champagne football” with only a single 
booking all season. 

Those days of high sporting ideals seem long 
gone at Adams Park. 

Fortunately for the Cobblers, Tuesday saw a 
fine 2-1 win over Portsmouth in the Johnstone’s 
Paint Trophy setting them up for this week¬ 
end’s Sixfields tie with Burton Albion though 
there was further bad injury news with 
Richards limping off nursing a pulled ham¬ 
string.

NORTHAMPTON Town boss Chris 
Wilder said that winning football 
matches was in the club's DNA 
after the Cobblers claimed a fine

“They threw a lot at us towards 
the end and they were always going 
to but I felt comfortable, even in the 
last five minutes when the keeper 
was coming forward for things. 

“I thought we looked a threat and 
we were solid at the back as well.” 

Moyo ran on to a Darren Carter 
pass and shot home past keeper 
Paul Jones on 28 minutes, with 
Ryan Cresswell having already had 
the ball in the net only for it to be 
ruled out for a foul. 

Taylor then got behind the 
Cobblers defence to level eight 
minutes later, before Mohamed 
knocked home Lawson D’Ath’s low 
cross with ten minutes of the sec¬ 
ond half gone. 

The only disappointment for 
Northampton was the recurrence 
of in-form striker Marc Richards’ 
hamstring injury, with Wilder add¬ 
ing: “He over-stretched it in the 
first half and it’s disappointing for 
the player and for us.
